The General's Broadcast Message- 
Is it a message to you? 
By Mrs. Staff-Captain Beckett 




SO popular lias The Army's Annual 
Broadcasting Service become that, 
by special request, stations in all parts of 
Britain this year look the programme from 
London. Scotch fisherfolk. Irish Colleens, 
Welsh miners, (for whom the service held 
special interest*, Channel Islanders at- 
tended the largest Salvation Army Meet- 
ing ever held. Travellers hrimownrd 
bound felt a welcome in the familiar sound 
nf The Army Band, whilst (hose en route 
for far off fields gained inspiration and 
courage from the words of Colonel 
Orsborn's prayer; "Lift us beyond the 
bounds of kin and cnasl . dear 1 Imugh they 
be, and let. us share in Thy vision." Even 
that lonely lighthouse where I he three 
inhabitants have for weeks been cut off 
from the mainland by storms, rang with 
the music of: 

Jesus, the name high over all 
In hell or earth or sky. 
The service this year was unique in 
that it was the second time within a 
week that the voice of The Salvation 
Army had been hfiird over the air. Only 
four days earlier, pari of I he programme 
of the Composers' Festival, presided over 
by the Duke and Duchess of York, had 
been sent out on the waves of sound. 
Typically Army 
The whole scivicc was typically "Army" 
and breathed red-hot "Snlvnlionism" 
from beginning to em I. The instrumental 
music was supplied by the international 
Staff Band (Meditation "1 iannver"> and 
the vocal music by the Salvation Singers, 
under the leadership of Lieut. -Colonel 
Goldsmith. A quartette of Welsh miners 
from Abcrtillery sang with the sweetness 
and fervor characteristic of that country, 
"Hark! the voice of Jesus calling," Mrs. 
Major Sansom, lately relume.! from 
China, read the Set iptures. A. marvellous 
magic carpet was presented to (he listen- 
ing millions by Lieut. -Colonel Anbai 
(MclIwraillP. for it transported them to 
India where they saw her and her com- 
rades of the pioneer party tramping from 
village to village, leaving a trail of hope 
antl healing as they went, sleeping under 
coconut palms with a heap of sa:i ■! for a 
pillow, nursing the poor through cholera 
or smallpox epidemics, saving thousands 
of lives for service in God's Kingdom 
during the terrible famines. "V>t, said 
the Colonel, "I was not lonely, for God 
was with me; I felt no pain, for the service 
was for llim." 

Then came the voice of Th^ Ge-yral. and 
if ever television was desirable, it was 
while he was speaking. Many great 
speakers confess to a fe-l:iig of ;.i :i iiii and 
nervousness when, inslea-i of the insult inn 
upturned faces of a sympathetic aiuience 



they speak into an uninspiring, unsympa- 
thetic box, with a silence like that of the 
grave surrounding them. 

To an observer in the studio, however. 
The General appeared quite at lv.sc. I lis 
eye flashed, his voice thrilled, as he 
emphasised the points that his heart felt 
so deeply — his assurance that although 
man might feel his inability through cir- 
cumstances or moral weakness to submit 
to the claims of God upon him. none 
could question the reasonableness of 
those claims. Rather do they say: 

"The law is right — it is better to be 
good than to be bad; it is better to live 
according to the law nf chastity and self- 
control than to break tiial law; it is belter 
to have the assurance of God's favor than 
to risk I lis anger. But you see, I cannot 
reach the standard you have sei up. I 
accept it; 1 approve it: 1 rv.-n n-mmrnd 
it to others, but I am very sorry that for 
myself, I cannot attain to it." 

There must have been many "Hallelu- 
jahs" ascend to God as The General went 
on to say: 

"But what God does is to accompany 
the demands lie makes for righteousness 
and purity anil love with the offer to 
every man of that force working in him 
which will turn his weakness into strength 
— which lays hold of every remnant of 
w r hal is true anil noble in him and cleanses 
and reinforces it, and which changes 
those melancholy 'I cant's' into joyous 
'I can's". 'I can do all things thruugb 
Christ which strengthened) me'." 

Come to God now 

"I.ct no one wail," he concludes, 
"come to God just now!" Is it too much 
to imagine that, as we have seen men by 
their hundreds respond (o those words, 
falling from these same expressive lips, 
in this anil other lands, even now. while 
he calls, they bnw in surrender to the 
Divine will? ' We think not. We prayed 
just now for this result. 

Not until the great Books a*-e opened 
will we know how many responded to his 
appeal, but a great response there un- 
doubtedly was, for one could not but 
feel that God was answering I.t.-Colonel 
Ursborn's prayer at the opening of the 
service: "Lord, will thou speak to us for 
our good. Thou hast given unto man a 
wondrous power by which his voice may 
range the far spaces of the earth, yet our 
loudest tones must face into silence. It 
is not thus with words of Thine. Thy 
word endureth for ever. Thine is -j living 
word. Thou who knowosl us altogether 
and carest for us so well, speak to us who- 
ever we are, ami whatever our ne.e !s may 
be, through Jesus Christ our Lord, 
Amen."

"We called at the home of mn- victim. 
The bereaved woman is a Bole, and speaks 
broken Lnglish with difficulty. Through 
n young daughter we conveyed our deep 
regret for her misfortune, which she grate- 
fully acknowledged. Our inquiries as to 
the woman's needs elicited the informa- 
tion that she is in no immediate great 
need. We informed her that The Array 
would willingly render assistance if 
necessary. Although a little reluctance 
was shown when we offered to pray, con- 
sent was given, and we besought the 
blessing of the Almighty upon the sorrow- 
ing home. 

"Our next call was at the home of one 
who performed the role of hero in the 
disaster — Zolob. by name. We talked 
wilb Mrs. Zolob. who. like the majority 
of her race, look the fact of her husband's 
rescue from the brink of death quite 
stoically. It was interesting to learn 
that two of the Zolob children attend 
The Army Company Meeting."

"To Spend and be Spent" 

IT IS the sacrificial life which has 
power with men and prevails. Is not 
that the secret of the life of Jesus? 

"None of the ransomed ever knew 

How deep were the walers crossed; 
Nor how dork was ihe nighl thai the 

Lord passed through 
Ere He found His sheep that was lost."; 
but that is why He found His sheep. 
And the New Testament goes still further 
back, to find in God Himself the same 
deep secret. "God loved the world"; 
yes, but not that alone; He so loved that 
He gave His Son; that was the manner 
and the measure of His love — a love 
whose speech was sacrifice. 

And when we turn from God to men, 
it is still the same: this which is the token 
of the service of the Redeemer is the 
token of all redeeming service. Read 
again some of the words in which Paul 
lays bare his very self — words that are 
the more revealing just because there is so 
little that is self-conscious in them. 
We were well-pleased, he writes in one 
letter, lo imparl anlo you, not the gospel 
of God only, but also our own souls. Preach- 
ing to him was not mere talking; it was 
the draining of his life-blood; he gave 
himself lo those he sought to serve and 
save, as a mother with her own life 
nourishes her child. 

Again he writes, I will most gladly 
spend and be spent for your souls, But 
that, as the margin of the Revised Version 
suggests, is far too tame a translation 
of Paul's passionate word. What he 
coveted was not simply to "spend and be 
spent," but lo be spent out: it must be 
self-giving to the point of self beggary.
